He is now Minister Ple- 
nipotentiary at Madrid; and, during the agitation of 
the Royal Marriages, must have been in an embar- 
rassing and difficult position. Personally, he is a 
great favourite with the Royal Family, and, at the 
balls at the palace, was frequently honoured with her 
er hand for the dance,” 

In glancing at the present state of Spain, we will 
first refer to the late Military Execution at Madrid. 
The description is ziven by an eyewitness :— 

“It was an inexpressibly dismal sight to see the 
prisoners, but particularly the military, bearing about 
their faces, hair, and clothes all the marks of a despe- 
rate fight, with their elbows tied behind their backs 
with cords, marched within a double hedge of the 
bayonets of the garrison, from the Post-office to the 
Prado. The women crowded to the sad spectacle in 
tears, seeking cause to shed more: but no one was 
suffered to penetrate beyond the end of the Alcala. A 
forest of bayonets barred all further progress of man, 
woman, or child, while the military tribunal established 
inside the palisade of the garden’‘of the Retiro, oppo- 
site the barrack of the Posito, held their hurried in- 
quest and pronounced their bloody sentence, The 
court-martial was held in the open air: the officers 
seated on drums, the prisoners occupying in turn a 
chair, A few minutes were given to each. It was 
only necessary to affirm that the prisoner had been 
caught with arms in his hand. Thirteen, consisting 
of one sergeant, two corporals, five common soldiers, 
and five paisanos, were sentenced to be shot, Thus 
the military prisoners were decimated. Those of the 
civil who had shown the most determined resistance 
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were selected to undergo the same fate. A nilitary 
friend who was present, enforced by duty, at this 
painful spectacle, told me some expressive details, 
which are certainly true, and may be found interesting. 
One of the paisano prisoners called out, ‘ Water, for 
the love of God, one drop of water, that I may Cats

All of these, excepting 
four of the common soldiers, who wept and could 
hardly support themselves against the wall, exhibited 
the utmost indifference and self-possession, One of the 
prisoners, a half-pay officer, cried out, ‘Yo muero por la 
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oe : : F 
libertad, y no faltaran quienes me venguen’ (‘I die for 
liberty, and shall not want avengers’). _ The word of 
command being given, the fifty-two soldiers all fired at 
once. The rest of the spectacle is not to be anatomised 
‘to ears of flesh and blood. Many, not having been 
killed, were despatched by single discharges, the 
muzzle being brought close to some mortal part, heart 
or head. There were fifteen of these supplemental 
shots. This horrible scene took place at half-past six 
in the afternoon. Meanwhile all Madrid was assem- 
bled on the hill of the Alcala, which slopes down to 


the Prado, in mournful silence, and with faces full of | 


grief or indignation looking towards the Bull-circus.” 


Now, the reconciliation partially renewed between 
the British Minister and the Spanish Cabinet since the 
famous “ note affair’? was menaced with a rupture by 
the late unsuccessful revolt. The Heraldo, and other 
recognised organs of the Government, openly accuse 
his excellency as the cause of that outbreak, aided by 
British gold. Of course there is no truth whatever in 
this charge; on the contrary, it may, perhaps, be 
proved that French five-trane pieces had more to do 
with it than English guineas, It is, however, too spe- 
cious an accusation not to be made use of at the pre- 
sent moment by Narvaez and his colleagues to bring 
Mr. Bulwer and Lord Palmerston into discredit. It 
must be borne in mind that in Madrid there are jour- 
nals entirely supported by the Government of the day fs 
whose leading articles, before appearing in print, are 
submitted to the Minister of the Interior or Foreign 
Affairs for his approbation, Such is the character of 
the Heraldo acd paptlee newspapers, and, therefore 
any indignity offered by them to, or any dis. raceful 
charge made by them against, the British Govern. 
ment, or representative in this capital, may be con- 
sidered as proceeding from the Government. Very 
properly, therefore, Mr. Bulwer had a lon interview 
with the Duke of Sotomayor on the 8th. The motive 
of this visit was, it is gai : 
pointed allusion to foreign gold made in the ecireulay 
of Sartorius, which has been commented upon by the 
Ministerial papers in a manner highly offensive to the 
English in general and our Minister in particular, The 
Ministers, by countenancing such reports, were not 
only maligning England, but were doin harm to 
themselves by giving out that their adversaries received 
thé patronage of that power, As for himself, he came 
there in the character of a private gentleman, no less 
than of the representative of his country, to hear if 
the Ministers had any accusations to make against 
him. Upon which he was informed that they had none, 


By the latest accounts from Madrid: a question in 
which all feel a good deal interested is about to be de- 
cided, M. Salamanca, whom the Spanish Government 
would willingly catch, and probably shoot, because 
Narvaez and Christina owe him a grudge, has, since 
the outbreak of the 26th March, been hidden in one of 
the embassies. The police have been sent to the Bel- 

ian Minister’s house to demand him; the Chargé 
Gr Affaires refused to let them in, and a violent diseus- 
sion ensued. ‘This legation is now beset on all sides 
by that worst of all rabble, the secret police ;—and 
it is not certain whether the Government will not 
a insist upon searching it. The Danish Minister, 

aron de Asilo (M. Dal Borgo), let the police rum- 
mage his residence in search of Salamanca, and yet he 
owes his title to having, on a former occasion, allowed 
his house to serve as an asylum for political refugees, 
The people are anything but pleased with him, 

The English appear uncertain as to what would 
be the British Ambassador’s conduct if they attempt to 
search his house. He has been much and most just] 
annoyed of late by the violent animadversions upon his 
conduct with respect to the notes, but itis not to be 
supposed that one so invariably firm and decided as 
Sir H. Bulwer will submit in any way to the Spanish 
Government. Englishmen have Leen heard to say that, 
should the authorities be allowed to enter and search 
our embassy, they will at once leave the country, as 
nobody is safe among such barbarians if we be deprived 
of the protection of our flag. Sir Henry Bulwer should 
lay the union jack on the threshold of the embassy, 
and dare Narvaez’s myrmidons to walk in !!

DINGLE v, BAKER. 

Art the last summer assizes for Devon a case of 
seduction was tried before Lord Chief Justice 
Wilde, in which the above persons were parties, 
The plaintiff was a tollgate-keeper, in which occu- 
pation he was assisted by his daughter, who, in an 
evil hour, listened to the dishonest proposals of the 
defendant. Finding that her default must be ere 
long discovered, she left her family, and subse- 
quently, some eight months after her departure, 
became a mother. At this stage of the evidence 
the Chief Justice stopped the case, declaring that, 
as there was no evidence that the father had lost 
his daughter’s service by means of the defendant, 
the plaintiff must submit to a nonsuit. The fact 
that Lord Denman and three other judges of the 
Queen’s Bench have since then, upon Monday 
last, given it as their opinion that there was suf- 
ficient proof of loss of service, recals our attention 
to this case, for the purpose of making some obser- 
vations upon the law generally. 

We have before stated, what every right mind 
must allow, that it is a disgraceful state of things 
that parents should be without a remedy for the 
ruin of their children, except through the help of 
a miserable fiction of law, It is not enough that 
character, peace of mind, and that pride which is 
one safeguard of virtue, is to a great extent for ever 
lost. Though the person who has been guilty of 
this ruin has effected it through the most accom- 
plished arts of villany and» deception, equalled 
only by the heartless indifference with which he 
casts away his victim, when. passion turns to 
satiety,—though his guilt is of that infamous de- 
scription which merits the contempt and hatred of 
society, he is only to be punished through the half

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THE REPUBLIC OF FRANCK, 
. THE LAST EMEUTE, 


The last émeute of the sans-culotte party in Paris 
has been triumphantly quelled by tne admirable con. 
duct of the National Guard and the troops, who, on 
this occasion, have most amply redeeined whatever 
faults some persons imputed to them in the days of 
February. . The only matter of regret which can now 
be felt is that some two or three of the arch-offenders 
have escaped through what we éannot but designate a 
morbid humanity, or, more propérly speaking, weak. 
ness, which seems to characterise all the acts of the 
present so-called Government. ‘lo the National 
Guards, Garde Mobile, and the troops of the line, and 
to these only, the country is ifidebted that the capital 
is not now placed at the merey of the eut-throats and 
ruffians who were happily arrested. It is only to be 
feared that these firebrands will be feain let loose on 
the country through the same morbid feeling, : 

At one o'clock on Monday the people marched in 

rocession to make theit manifestation in behalf of 

oland; they quickly mastered the guard, and 
entered the National Assembly en masse. The élubs 
ranged under their respécti¢e banners, and in an 
nstant it was evident that all was ‘ver, and that 
anarchy must once more assume its reigi., M. Barbes

violent Republican, leader of Blanqui’s club, ascended 
the tribune, and declared that the National Assembly 
was dissolved, in the name of the people. 

The President retired. Where was General Cour- 
tais?

uently the drums beat the rappel, and the National 
Gunrds flocked forth from their homes.

The past year’s receipts amounted to £3773. 15s. 1d., 
the principal part of which had been sent to the 
societies at’ Geneva, Lyons, Bordeaux, Liege, and 
Brussels, On the motion of Prof, La Harpe the report 
was adopted, after which the meeting separated. 


Royau Navat FemAue ScuHoou,— On 
Saturday last the eighth annual meeting of the friends 
and supporters of this excellent institution, which has 
been established for the education at a reduced cost of 
the daughters of naval and marine officers, was held 
at Willis’s Rooms. Rear- Admiral Earl Waldegrave 
presided, in the absence of . Karl Manvers, who 
was prevented from taking the chair in consequence of 
the illness of his lady. The noble chairman, in the 
course of a brief address, regretted that there was 
still a deficiency of funds to augment the school to the 
size required, but hoped that by increased exertions 
it would be soon supplied. The Hon. Captain Maude 
read the report. On the 3lst of December last there 
were 83 pupils in the school; 56 on the reduced scale 
of 12 guineas a year, and 27 on the former high scale 
of 30 guineas, At the general election of 1847, eight 
pupils were admitted, and four candidates had been 
adinitted since then, so many vacancies having 
occurred, There were more candidates for admission 
at 30 guineas a year than could be filled up, For the 
future the amount would be raised to 35 guineas. 
Young ladies would now be admitted at tle age of 
eleven instead of ten, as heretofore, and would be 
allowed to remain in the school seven years instead of 
five. ‘he report concluded by calling on the public 
and the profession for renewed exertions, It appeared 
from the accounts that the income for the year 
amounted to £3848. 2s. lld., and that there was a 
balance in hand of £286. Aone the items men- 
tioned with great applause was £13, 103. saved by the 
young ladies in abstaining from sugar and beer, and 
sent to the relief of the [rish and Scotch. On the 
motion of Lord Ingestre, M.P., seconded by Captain 
Shiel, the report was adopted. Admiral Bain proposed, 
and Captain Ridout seconded, a resolution inviting the 
public and the profession to aid the institution. The 
officers of the institution for the ensuing year were 
appointed. A vote of thanks was passed to Miss 
Clifton, the directress of the establishment, and to the 
secretaries, for theirexertions. Admirals Sir C. Mal- 
colm and Sir Ff, Mason were appointed vice-presidents, 
in the room of Admirals Martin and Douglas, deceased. 
A vote of thanks to the chairman was passed, and the 
meeting separated, 


Tus Raacrep Scuoou Uniton.—On Tuesday 
evening the fourth anuiversary meeting of the sup- 
porters of this association, established for the purpose 
of making grants of money when necessary to the 
various ragged schools in the country, was held at 
Exeter-hall, and was attended more numerously than 
any meeting of the season. Lord Ashley, M.P., was 
in the chair. The report of the committee, read by 
the secretary, Mr, Lock, gave the following statement, 
to show the increasing popularity of ragged schools :— 
In the first year of its existence the number of schools 
was 20; the teachers, 200; the scholars, 2000; and 
the sum received, £61. In the second year the number 
of schools was 26; the teachers, 260; the scholars, 
2600; and the sum received, £320, In the third year 
the schools were 44; the teachers, 450; the scholars, 
4700; and the receipts, £637, in addition to £857 
received from the Old Pye-street school. In the fourth 
and last year, the number of schools was 62; the 
teachers, 782 voluntary, and 78 paid; the scholars, 
7000; and the sum received, £696. During the first 
year the union had assisted 27 schools with money to 
the amount of £405. ‘The total receints of the union 
amounted to £1171, and the expenditure left a balance 
with the treasurer of £132,—Lord Kinnaird moved 
the adoption of the report; and, the motion having 
been seconded and carried unanimously, speeches in 
aoe the association were made by Joseph Payne, 
“8q., Dr. Cumming, the Rev. H. Hughes, and others ; 
after which the meeting separated. 
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Tur Suppression or Menpiciry Society. 
The thirtieth annual meeting of this society was held 
on Saturday last, at their house in Red Lion-square ; 
the Marquis of Westminster in the chair. The noble 
marquis said they had to deplore the occurrence of 
events during the past year, which rendered it the 
) als of the society. Their 
chief clerk, Mr. Knyvett, and five other ofieets oF 
their establishment, had been carried off by typhus 
fever, and no fewer than ten other subordinate ser- 
vants of the society had caught the same disease, but 
happily had recovered, ‘The disease had been intro- 
duced into their premises and the immediate neigh- 
bourhood by the vast crowds of Trish poor who had 
thronged to their establishment from all parts of the 
town and from the sister country during the last year. 
They were compelled in consequence to cluse the doors 
of the institution for a time, and a special meeting 
having been called, with the view of devising some 
plan to check the Overwhelming immigration of Irish 
paupers, the committee appointed at that mecting 
had suggested that the relief system of the society 
should be placed on a new footing, and that in future 
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no person not six months resident in London. should 
be considered an object of their charity. This regu- 
lation, doubtless, would have the effect of excluding 
many persons really in need of relief; but the very 
existence of the society depended on the adoption, of 
some such rule, and it should, too, be borne in mind 
that it was not the duty of the society to transfer des- 
titution from one part of the kingdom to another.— 
Mr, Coffey read the report, by which it appeared that 
the receipts for the year were £6553. 183. Yet so 
great was the demand on their funds, that on the 3lst 
of December the society’s a: count was overdrawn by 
£150. During the year 1847, 239,171 meals had been 
provide for applicants, and 8025 begging-letter cases 

ad been disposed of. By a statement appended to 
the report it appeared that in the month of January, 
1828, the society relieved 781 English, and 379 
Trish; in January, 1838, 5269 English, 5927 Irish; 
and in January, 1848, 718 English, and 21,578 Irish, 
the greater number of whom were not six months re- 
sident in London. To lessen this extraordinary pres- 
sure on the resources of the society, the report em- 
bodied a recommendation, to the effect that relief 
should not be given by the society to any person who 
could not prove a six months’ residence in this metro- 
polis.—Lord Skelmersdale moved that the report be 
adopted, and Lord Gage having seconded the motion, 
the Earl of Radstock suggested a modification of a 
passage in the report, which recommended that relief 
should be withheld from persons not resident for six 
months in London. He thought they should reserve 
to themselves the power to give aid to deserving per- 
sons where an exception to the rule would be war- 
ranted. In his opinion it would be well to regard it 
rather as a matter of principle than as a rule to be ri- 
gidly observed. A lengthened discussion, in which 
Sir Edward Cust, Sir J. Boileau, Sir J. L. Goldsmid, 
the Right Hon. ‘Holt Mackenzie, and several other 
gentlemen took part, then ensued as to the advisa- 
bility of adopting Lord Radstock’s amendment; but 
the report was ultimately adopted without alteration. 
Resolutions of thanks to the Queen, Prince Albert, 
the Queen Dowager, and the dther members of the 
Royal Family, for the continuance of their patronage 
and support of the institution, were then adopted. 
The usual vote of thanks having been given to the 
noble chairman for his conduct in the chair, the meet- 
ing separated. 


Inavest oN Mr. Repiteap Yorkt.—An 
inquest was held on Saturday, by Mr. Wakley, at the 
Elephant and Castle Tavern, King’s-road, Camden- 
town, for the purpose of investigating the death of Mr. 
Henry Galgicas Redhead Yorke, aged 45, member of 
parliament for the city of York, who committed suicide 
in the Regent’s-park on Friday last.—W. Nicholson, 
butler to the late Mr. Redhead Yorke, at 81, Eaton- 
square, said: I last saw him alive a few minutes ‘after 
nine o’clock yesterday morning. He then left home, 
saying he was going down to the House, but that he 
should be back again about eleven o'clock. The exa- 
mination of this witness was here broken off, and that 
of the surgeon who had made the post-mortem exami- 
nation commenced.—Mr. J. R. Williams, surgeon, 
158, Grove-street, Camden-town, having made a post- 
mortem examination of Mr. Yorke, had no doubt but 
prussic acid was the cause of death.—James Youle, 
modeller, 14, Aldenham-street, Somers-town, said: 
Shortly before one o'clock on Friday I was passing 
across the Régent’s-park, in the direction of Cumber- 
land-gate, and saw the deceased lying on his back on 
the grass. I went up to him, and saw him lying with 
his eyes half open. endeavoured to raise ‘him, and 
called for assistance, but it was more than ten minutes 
before any one arrived. I think he was then dead, 
but I do not think he was dead when I first saw him. 
I did not see any phial containing poison near him. 
Some medical gentlemen came, and, having declared

died from the effects of prussic acid, administered by 
his own hand whilst in an unsound state of mind,”— 
The body of the unfortunate gentleman was, shortly 
after the termination of the inquest, removed to his 
late residence for interment. 
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DETECTION OF A RoBBERY COMMITTED 
Eicut YEARS AGo.—At the close of last week, at 
Reading, a married woman, named Sophia Perrin, 
was charged with stealing a £10 Bank of England 
note. It appears that in the year 1840 Mr. J. Good- 
man, of Wargrave (since deceased), lost sixty sove- 
reigns and two £10 Bank of England notes from his 
house in the village. At the time of the robbery the 
prisoner lived in his house as servant girl, but after- 
wards left, and was married. Suspicion never fell upon 
her until a few days since, when one of the stolen 
notes was paid into the Bank of So Se and by 
inquiry it was traced as having been c anged by the 
prisoner. A preliminary examination having been 
taken, she was remanded to a future day, in order to 
give time to complete the case against her, 


Heavy TuunpersrorM.—On Sunday evening 
last, after a very sultry day, wind blowing slightly 
from N.E,, heavy clouds,were observed gathering about 
Andover, At ‘about a quarter past five a.m. the 
rain began to descend there, extending several miles 
around, increasing until it descended in torrents, 
accompanied with hailstones of great size, and with 
awful peals of thunder and vivid flashes of lightning, 
which continued for more than an hour: the storm 
then appeared to pass on ina south-west direction, 
inundating the different districts in its course. It was 
severely felt also at Swindon and its neighbourhood, 
where the low lands were soon flooded. Although the 
lightning was very intense, we have not heard of any 
damage 
named. 


Desrructive Fire ar rue Isie or Wicur. 
About half-past five o’clock on Saturday afternoon last 
a fire was discovered in the rick-yard of Fatting-park 
Farm, near Wootton Common, the property of Mr. 
Lambert, proprietor of the stage-coach running be- 

tween Newport and Ryde. It appears that the fire 
was occasioned by some little boys playing with lucifer 
matches, with which in their play they set fire to the 
straw in the rick-yard near the barn, which imme- 
diately carried the flames to two ricks of wheat, con- 
taining about sixteen loads, one rick of oats, about ten 
loads, and one of hay, containing about sixteen tons, 
The whole were soon one sheet of fire. Expresses 
were sent to Newport for the engines, two of which 
were soon on the spot, and, water being obtained from 
a pond, the neighbours used great exertions to get the 
fire under, without success; but they succeeded in 
saving the farm-house, barn, and other farm-buildings, 
Fortunately the wind was from the eastward, which 
carried the flames from the buildings; but the fire was 
not got under until two o’clock on Sunday morning, 
though as many as 200 men were employed on the 
engines, &c, The premises were occupied by Mr. 
Jones, whose brother was lying dead on the premises, 
having died the preceding day. The stock, which was 
valued at £357, belonged to Mr. Lambert, and was 
insured in the Phanix for £400. 


Tun Swansea Murperers.—Last week, 
at Swansea, the excitement which has pronatied in the 
district was greatly increased by a vehicle being ob- 
served to enter the town guarded by a couple of po- 
licemen with drawn swords. It was soon ascertained 
that the occupants were the murderers, The prisoner, 
Thomas Martin, was ar rehended under very remark- 
able circumstances, ' ‘he police, whilst scouring the 
country, had their attention directed to a wood by an 
extraordinary number of crows hovering round one of 
the trees, and making an unusual noise. The officers 
imagined that probably some one was concealed in the 
tree, and, on going to ascertain whether such was the 
case or not, they found the man concealed in a bush 
near the tree. From the state of his clothes it was 
quite apparent that he had been washing them’to re- 
move the marks of blood. Patrick Leary, Michael 
Leary, William Norris, and John Norris, were all ap- 
prehended in the neighbourhood of Cowbridge. Pa- 
trick Leary, on being identified by a man the police 
took along with them, said, ‘ ] suppose you want me;

AccIpENT ON THE Eastern Counrigs 
Raitway.—An accident, which had nigh been at- 
tended with most serious, if not fatal, consequences, 
occurred last week on the Newmarket portion of the 
Eastern Counties Railway. It appears from the 
inquiries made at the London terminus that the New- 
market Company run no luggage or goods trains, but 
introduce luggage vans and trucks into their passenger 
trains. On Friday afternoon the 3.30 p.m. train left 
Newmarket at its Be at time for London, and 
proceeded on its journey to Dullingham, which is the 
irst station, four miles from Newmarket, the whole 
of which distance the line is along an inclined plane 
up hill, At Dullingham the train was stopped, and 
the engine, with a van, which is a break carriage, was 
detached and turned into a siding for the purpose of 
fetching an addition to the train, consisting of two or 
three luggage trucks going to town, leaving the train 
on the main line nearly at the top of the hill. The 
train, however, when detached from the engine and 
van, made a retrograde movement, whether impelled 

y its own weight dowiwand is not known, but it con- 
tinued its progress, its speed increasing as it descended 
the hill, until it dashed with great force into the New- 
market terminus, from which it had started, to the no 
small consternation of the passengers, who were most 
of them thrown violently from their seats by the force 
of the concussion. Every assistance was immediately 
afforded them; surgeons were sent for, and were in 
prompt attendance, when it was found, on examination, 
that four persons only had sustained serious injury. 
One of them was a lady, who exhibited some severe 
cuts and contusions about the head and face. Another 
had the appearance of a jockey, who, in addition to 
similar injuries, was much bruised. ‘The above is the 
first accident of the kind that has happened since the 
opening of the Newmarket line.

The nervous system in infancy is developed in a 
far greater proportion to the other parts of the 
body than at any subsequent period of life, whilst 
its delicate organization, and the circumstances of 
situation, render it more liable to disturbing influ-

ences, either from excess of action or continued. 
‘attention. The full enjoyment of life involves a 
continued exercise of the functions of the brain,’ 


and to this is owing that the happiest and liveliest 
of children approach the nearest to the narrow 
confines, that in early life separate disease from 
health. So inexplicable, indeed, have been the 
frequently sudden transition from the brightest 
hopes to the most trying grief, that popular super- 
stition, in times not very remote, attached a super- 
natural agency to the fatal change oftentimes 
observed in the condition of infants. Thus it hap- 
ened that when a child with rosy cheeks and 
aughing eyes, tired with play, sought its couch 
and slept, the delighted mother saw only in the 
convulsive smile that disturbed the slumber of her 
darling, the traces of a communion with winged 
visitors from heaven; or, on the other hand, 
alarmed at the long continuance of the symptom, 
accompanied with decided struggling of the infant’s 
limbs, she attributed the disturbance, to the endea- 
vours of her child to escape from the grasp of 
some darker inhabitant of air, The popular songs, 
entitled “The Angel’s Whisper’’ and ‘“ The Erl 
King” prettily enough embody the substance of 
these exploded superstitions, which will now, we 
trust, give place to the more useful matter-of-fact 
knowledge, that the presence of such untoward 
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derangement in the nervous system, the frequent 
consequence of which is water on the brain. ; 
Our province is not to enlarge upon the promi- 
nent characters of the disease when once it has 
decidedly manifested itself, for advice without 
personal observation in such cases would be more 
dangerous to follow, than to 
neglect all means of cure. 
We mention certain pre- 
monitory appearances which 
ought to excite suspicion on 
their first approach, and lead 
to some little exercise of 
thought or observance to 
arrive at safe conclusions as 
to the cause. Improper diet, 
or an irregular state of the 
bowels, is easily remedied 
’ by.a little care and attention ; 
and, would but mothers agree 
with us in the immense im- 
portance we attach to pre- 
ventive measures, the few ob- 
servations we have made 
upon a most serious disease, 
would supersede thenecessity 
of. any lengthened disser- 
tation in the form of a chap- 
‘ter on domestic medicine.

It will also be re- 
marked that the slightest attack of illness is accom- 
panied with an extraordinary degree of fretfulness, 
a painful sensibility to light, and a disposition to 
keep the head at rest, all tending to prove that the 
brain is immediately affected by disorders in other 
parts of the body, and 
that the constitutional 
tendency is to affections 
of that organ. 

When this disposition 
exists, the most sedulous 
attention is required to 
prevent the accession of 
symptoms, than which 
none are more fatal to 
infantlife. In such cases, 
in fact, means of preven- 
tion alone will secure to 
parents the prospect of a 
surviving offspring, In- 
stances are known where 
this experience has been 
purchased by the succes- 
sive loss of five or six in- 
fants in one family, and, 
even where ‘more suc- 
cessful results have at- 
tended the treatment of 
water on. the brain, many 
of the unfortunate little 
sufferers are permanently 
deprived of some one of 
the senses, either of sight, 
of hearing, or of taste.

as a handbook, upon the spot. Nothing seems 
to have escaped her observation; and, whether the 
subject under consideration be the pyramids or a 
flock of black geese, the handling is equally careful 
and masterly. 

It is not our purpose to follow Miss Martineau 
through her three volumes. They are so full of 
matter, and that matter is so essential and so inte- 
resting, that the task of abridgment would be one 
of endless difficulty. It is out of the question, too, 
that any one professing an interest in the literature 
of the day can leave these volumes unread, teem- 
ing as they do with the most important as well as 
delightful details, “We will content ourselves with 
extracting here and there such passages as will 
come within our limited space :— 


THE AFTER-GLOW OF THE NILE, 

**T da not remember to have read of one great at- 
mospheric beauty of Egypt;—the after-glow, as we 
used to call it. watched this nightly for ten weeks 
on the Nile, and often afterwards in the Desert, and 
was continually more impressed with the peculiarity, 
as well as the beauty, of this appearance. That the 
sunset in Egypt is gorgeous everybody knows; but I, 
for one, Was not aware that there is a renewal of 
beauty, some time after the sun has departed and left 
all grey. This discharge of colour is here much what 
it is among the Alps, where the flame-coloured peaks 
become grey and ghastly as the last sunbeam leaves 
them. But here everything begins to brighten again 
in twenty minutes ;—the hills are again purple or 
golden, the sands orange, the palms verdant, the moon- 
light on the water, a pale green ripple on a lilac sur- 
face; and this after-glow continues for ten minutes, 
when it slowly fades away.” 


We must extract here a passage which goes far 
to explain, if it does not wholly explain, a doubt 
of long standing. If the presumption of Abdal- 
latif be correct, the future traveller will have to 
thank the learned physician and Miss Martineau 
for an enhanced pleasure in contemplating the ob- 
jects in question, which will raise them in interest 
even higher than the pyramids :—~ 


THE PILLAR AND THE NEEDLE, 

“The contrast is great between these gardens and 
the sites of Cleopatra’s Needle and Pompey’s Pillar, 
curiosities which need not be described, as every one 
has seen them in engravings. The Needle stands. on 
the burning sands, close to the new fortification wall, 
whose embankment is eighty feet high, and now 
rapidly enclosing the town. ‘he companion obelisk, 
which was offered to England, but not considered 
worth bringing away, is now buried in this embank- 
ment. There it will not decay; for there is no such 
preservative as the sand of Egypt. When, and under 
what circumstances, will it again see the light? Ina 
time when it may be recognised as an object known 
now ? or in an age so distant as that the process of 
verification must be gone over again? Every onenow 
knows that these obelisks are of the time of the early 
Pharaohs, some of whose names they bear inscribed ; 
that they stood originally at Heliopolis, and were trans- 
ported to Alexandria by the Caesars, 

The pillar stands in a still more desolate place. 
We reached it through the dreariest of cemeteries, 
where all was of one dust-colour, even to the aloe, 


) which was fixed upon every grave. The graves were 


covered with mortar, much of which was broken and 
torn away. A Christian informant told us that this 
was done by foxes and dogs; but a Mohammedan 
declared that such ravage was prevented by careful 
watching. There is a rare old book which happily 
throws ight on what this pillar was. In the twelfth 
century, while the Crusaders were ravaging Syria, a 
learned physician of Bagdad, named Abdallatif, visited 
Egypt, and dwelt a considerable time there. He after- 
wards wrote an admirable account of whatever he him- 
self saw in the country; and his work has been trans- 
lated by some Arabie scholars, The best translation 
is by De Sacy (Paris, 1810). Abdallatif tells us that 
the column (now called by us Pompey’s Pillar), which 
is so finely seen from the sea, was called by the Arabs 
the pillar of the colonnades;’ that he faa himself 
seen the remains of above four hundred columns of the 
same material, lying on the margin of the sea; and he 
tells us how they came there, “He declares that the 
Governor of Alexandria, the officer put in charge of 
epi ey eae nae overthrown and broken these 
10 is to make a bres a re “A 
Abdallatif, ‘was the at Be oh Sly pbsetved 
of a child, or of a man who 
does not know good from evil.’ He continues, ‘I 
have seen also, round the pillar of the colonnades, con- 
siderable ‘remains of these columns; some entire 
others broken, It was evident from’ these remains 
that the columns had been covered bya roof which 
they supported. Above the pillar is a cupola supported 
by it. I believe that this was the portico where <Ari- 
stotle taught, and his disciples after him; and that 
this was the academy Which Alexander erected when 
he built the city, and where the library was placed 
which Amrou burned by the permission of Omar,’ De 
Sacy reminds us that the alleged destruction of this 
portico must have taken place, if at all. at most thirty 
years before the visit of Abdallatif; so that as ‘ all the 
inhabitants of Alexandria, without exception,’ assured 
that traveller of the fact, it would be unreasonable to 
doubt it. He decides that here we have the far-famed 
Serapéum.” 
Our readers will expect to hear something of the 
Nile’s monster. It is only a hand like Miss Mar- 
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tineau’s which could paint with words so great a 
scene as this ;-~ 


CROCODILES. 
“This day was rematkable for our seeing the first 
doum palm (an angular tree!) and the first crocodile. 
Alee said he had seen a crocodile two days before ; but » 
we had not. And now we saw several. The first was 
not distinguishable to inexperienced eyes, from the in- 
equalities of the sand. The next I dimly saw slip off 
into the water. In the afternoon a family of crocodiles 
were seen basking of a mud bank which we were to 
pass. As we drew néa¥, in silence, the whole boat’s 
company being collected at the bows, the largest croco- 
dile slipped into the water, showing its nose at inter- 
vals. Another followed, leaving behind the little one, 
a yellow monster, asleep, with the sunlight full upon 
it. M. E. fired at it, and at the same moment the 
crew set up a shout. Of course it awoke, and was off 
in an instant, but unhurt. We had no ball, and croco- 
dile shooting is hopeless with nothing better than shot. 
Our crew seemed to have no fear of these creatures, 
plunging and wading in the river without hesitation 
whenever occasion required. There being no wind we 
moored at sunset, and two of us obtained half an hour’s 
walk before dark. Even then the jackals were howl- 
ing after us the whole time, Our walk was over mud 
of various degrees of dryness, and among young wheat 
and little tamarisks, springing from the cracked soil.” 


With another exttact we must conclude, regret- 
ting that our want of space compels us to do but 
partial justice to a work so meritorious. We have, 
however, acted the fairest part in out power, and, 
not having room enough to say all that we would 
say, have allowe? Miss Martineau to speak for her- 
self ;— : 


THE FIRST RIDE IN THE DESERT, 
‘The next morning, therefore, we had breakfast 
early, and set off on asses for Mahatta, the village at 
the head of the cataract. ‘his, our first ride in the 
desert, was full of wonder and delight. It was only 
about three miles; but it might have been thirty from 
the amount of novelty in it. Our thick umbrellas, 
covered with brown holland, were a necessary protec. 
tion against the heat, which would have been almost 
intolerable but for the ¢ool north wind, * * * # 
The oppression of the sense of sight disturbs the brain, 
so that the will of the unhappy wanderer cannot keep 
his nerves in order, I thought of poor Hagar here, 
and seemed to feel her story for the first time I 
thought of Scotch shepherds Tost in the snow, and of 
their mild case in comparigon with that of Arab goat- 
herds lostin the desert. The difference is of death by 
lethargy and death by torture, * * * * The 
in the depth of Arabia, and lived five weeks in tents 
in the desert; but no Arabian scene impressed me 
more with the characteristics of the desert than this 
ride of three miles from Aswan to Mahatta. The 
presence of dragon-flies in the desert surprised me; 
not only here, but in places afterwards, where there 
appeared to be no water within a great distance. To 
those who have been wont to watch the coming forth 
of the dragon-fly from its sheath on the rush on the 
margin of a pool, and flitting about the mountain 
watercourse, or the moist meadows at home, it is 
Strange to see them by dozens glittering in the sun- 
shine of the desert, where there appears to be nothing 
‘ for them to alight on—nothing that would not shrivel 
‘ them up if they rested for a moment from the wing. 
The hard dry locust seemed more in its place, and the 
innumerable beetles, which everywhere left a network 
( of delicate tracks on the light sand, Distant figures 
are striking in the desert, in the extreme clearness of 
light and shade, Shadows strike upon the sense here 
as bright light does elsewhere. It seems to me that I 
remember every figure I ever saw in the desert—every 
veiled woman tending her goats, or carr ying her water- 
ie on her head—every man in blue skirting the hil- 
ocks—every man in’ brown guiding his ass or his 
camel through the sandy defiles of the black rocks, or 
on the slope by moonlight, when he casts a long 
shadow.
